Test Facts 
Past Reds 


_ *Voice’ Partially 
Beats Jammers

The United States may have 


-}scored a partial victory Sunday 


night in an eight-hour radio 
battle against 2,000 Soviet jam- 
ming transmitters to broadcast 
“truth messages’ to the Soviet 
Union on Russian nuclear tests. 


Late reports from monitoring 
stations here and around the 
world said that although in the 
course of the evening the Soviets 
added jammers from the satel- 
lite countries to their own effort, 
the jamming ranged from heavy 
on some frequencies to weak and 
ineffectual on others. 


The tentative evaluation at the 
Voice of America headquarters 
here was that despite the jam- 
ming, enough of the story of 
Soviet nuclear testing got through 
to have made the undertaking 
worthwhile. 


Nobody will ever know how 
many Russians heard the broad- 
casts. The estimates on how 
many persons in the Soviet Union 
listen to normal Voice broadcasts 
range from 500,000 to six million 
peopre. 

52 TRANSMITTERS 


Putting all its resources against 
the wall of the Soviet jammers, 
the Voice employed 52 transmit- 
ters with an aggregate power of 
4,331,000 watts, broadcasting si- 
multaneously over up to 80 dif- 
ferent frequencies. It asked the 
Soviet populations in eight lan- 
guages, ‘“‘Have you been told?”, 
about the tests, and then pro- 
ceeded to tell them all about it 
in painstaking and dramatic de- 
tail. 


In little over two months, the 
Soviet Union has exploded 31 nu- 
clear devices in the atmosphere, 
including one with a yield su- 
perior to 50 megatons (the 
equivalent of 50 million tons of 
TNT), but until now the Soviet 
public has not been informed. 


Abandoning all its normal pro- 
gramming, the Voice broadcast 
the story of the nuclear tests to 
the Soviet Union Sunday night, 
alternating facts about blasts and 
radiation fallout with dramatic 
sequences, music that the scripts 
described as ‘“ominous,’”’ and 
simulated sounds of atomic ex- 
plosions.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI)—Democrat Henry B. 
Gonzalez, an “unreconstructed liberal,” said Sunday his 
election to the U. S. House of Representatives consti- 
tuted an endorsement by the people of President John 
F. Kennedy’s administration and policies. 


“Tt is a reaffirmation of faith 
in the Democratic leadership of 
President Kennedy and Vice 
President Johnson,” Gonzalez 
said. 


Gonzalez, 45, beat Republican 
John B. Goode by nearly a 5-4 
margin in a race billed as a 
battle between Kennedy’s “New 
Frontier’ and Republican conser- 
vatism. 


Final wnofficial returns gave 
Gonzalez 52,855 votes to 42,553 
for Goode. The election was to 
fill the vacated seat of Rep. Paul 
Kilday, who resigned to accept 
an appointment to the U.S. 
of Military Appeals. 


Gonzalez had the backing of 
Kennedy and most state Demo- 
cratic leaders. Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson actively cam- 
paigned for Gonzalez, as did 
former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for Goode. 


“IT am happy the people of 
Bexar County (the 20th Con- 
gressional District encompassing 
San Antonio) have the same ex- 
cellent judgement that they al- 
ways have,” Johnson said. ‘‘Pres- 
ident Kennedy and I were happy 
to support Gonzalez.” 


The vice president said he 
would “‘rather not comment” on 
Republican statements which said 
his campaigning for Gonzalez had

Democrats, 
GOP Clash 


Over Texas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Demo- 
crats and Republicans Sunday en- 
gaged in a bitter post-campaign 
battle over which party raised 
the issue of race and national 
origins in Saturday’s Texas con- 
gressional election. 


Happy Demrocats hailed their 
victory in the special election as a 
triumph for President John F. 
Kennedy and his program. Their 
national chairman, John M. 
Bailey, accused the GOP of bring- 
ing up the race question. 


GOP National Chairman Wil- 
liam E. Miller retorted that the 
issue was injected by Vice Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson during 
the last three days of the contest, 
which saw Democrat Henry B. 
Gonzalez Jr. defeat Republican 
John Goode by some 10,000 votes. 


Miller accused Johnson of en- 
gaging in ‘‘a low type of politics 
below the dignity of a vice presi- 
dent of the United States.”’ 


Former President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower, who campaigned for 
the GOP candidate as he has done 
in the current New Jersey and 
New York City election contests, 
was not available for comment on 
the outcome. He spoke for Goode 
in San Antonio last Monday. 


But Miller said.in his statement 
that Eisenhower campaigned for 
the GOP candidate because of his 
“principles, philosophy and his 
stand on the issues.’’ In the fu- 
ture, he said, Johnson should cam- 
paign on ‘‘a level with the dignity 
of his office as former President 
Eisenhower did.’ 


Bailey replied in his statement 
that the Democratic victory was 
“ta rebuke to those who sought to 
inject racial issues into the cam- 
paign and a hopeful harbinger 
that religious and racial prejudice 
is on the wane in American poli- 
tics.” 

The Democartic chairman added 
that Republican candidate “‘pre- 
sented the views of GOP obstruc- 
tionists in the Congress” while 
Gonzalez vigorously supported 
President Kennedy’s program. 

“Thus the election became a 
clear-cut test of strength between 
the President’s supporters and his 


foes,”” he said.

Discoverer 
Roars Into 


Polar Orbit 


VANDENBERG Air Force Base, 
Calif. (UPI)—The 34th Discoverer 
satellite, the United States’ space- 
research workhorse, was hurled 
into orbit Sunday around the 
poles of the earth. 


The 25-foot long satellite was 
launched exactly on schedule, at 
12 noon p.s.t (3 p.m., Atlanta 
time). With each rocket stage 
going as expected in clear, sum- 
mery weather. The Air Force 
called it ‘‘a real clean shot.” 


Inside the nose of the 1,700- 
pound satellite was a recoverable 
instrument capsule which scien- 
tists hoped to recover over the 
Pacific from one-to-four days 
after launch, 


Capsules from nine Discoverers 
have been retrieved, including six 
that were caught in flight by 
snare-trailing airplanes. The other 
three were fished from the sea. 


Contents of the capsule—300 
pounds and gold plated—were not 
disclosed. Previous Discoverers 
have carriec biological _experi- 
ments and developmental gear for 
military space systems. 


Of the 34 Discoverers fired to 
date, 22 have gone into orbit. 
Nineteen of those that went into 
orbit carried the recoverable 
capsule.

Many people have felt for a long time 
that the Georgia Milk Control Board's ar- 
bitrary price fixing not only was hurting 
consumers but the dairy industry itself. 

The board’s authority has never been 
tested in court but rests upon voluntary 
agreement within the industry of produc- 
ers and distributors. It now apparently 
has been defied successfully in Savannah, 
resulting in a_vote of producers and dis- 
tributors to withdraw from controls in or- 
der to compete with a dealer who has 
been selling milk at 22 cents a quart 
while the boards’ fixed price is 28 cents.

Area Redevelopment Is 
A Self-Help Program 


Plans for area redevelopment under 
the federal-aid program of the Area Re- 
development Administration call for a 
maximum of local effort, Victor Roterus, 
assistant administrator, has told a confer- 
ence here. They envisage, too, develop- 
ment of locally based industries rather 
than trying to bring them in from the 
outside. 

Help will be available to eligible 
communities to aid small industries to 
expand their operations, adding new jobs 
in existing plants. 

One of the best features of the pro- 
gram is a requirement of an over-all 
study of resources and needs in order for 
a community to qualify and organization 
of the people themselves in a common 
effort. Under this program and under all 
other development programs, local and 
state authorities must assess their situa- 
tions and their potentials. 

The Housing and Home Finance 
Agency will handle community facility 
loans and grants while the Small Busi- 
ness Administration will grant industrial 
loans for ARA under the program. It is 
quite significant that officials say they 
will “look critically” at unrealistic tax 
structures. 

Communities which have the will and 
the potential can profit greatly from this 
program. Not the least of their advan- 
tages will come from the critical self-ex- 
amination and self-help features which 
are built into the structure.

LONDON — New concern for 
the safety of Queen Elizabeth II 
during her visit to Ghana begin- 
ning Friday was reflected in the 
announcement Sunday night that 
Duncan Sandys, secretary for com- 
monwealth relations, was flying 
to Accra to discuss the situation 
with President Kwame Nkrumah. 


Sandys’ sudden departure from 
London was prompted by the ex- 
plosion of two bombs in Accra 
Saturday. 


These incidents were the first 
open acts of defiance against 
Nkrumah. But in recent weeks a 
number of opposition leaders have 
been arrested and tensions within 
the country have been rising. 


Although the bambs themselves 
were small and did only marginal 
damage, they immediately re- 
opened the question of whether it 
was wise for the queen and 
Prince Philip to spend 10 days 
touring Ghana, which they are 
scheduled to do as part of their 
visit to commonwealth countries 
and British possessions in West 
Africa.

The Soviet leader was said to 
have issued this warning in a 
conversation in the Kremlin with 
Giuseppe Codacci Pisanelli, presi- 
dent of the council of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union. The Ital- 
ian parliamentarian, who handed 
Khrushchev a petition for the 
cessation of testing, was asked 
by the premier to convey the 
Soviet views to President Ken-

The Tass statement and Soviet 
propaganda broadcasts beamed 
abroad indicated Moscow had 
been stung by the worldwide pro- 
tests against its tests and espe- 
cially against the explosion on 
Oct. 30 of a bomb with a force 
equivalent to 50 million tons of 
TNT. 


Denouncing Western attacks on 
its testing program, the Tass 
statement recalled what it de- 
scribed as the “barbaric bombing 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki with- 
out any military necessity” dur- 
ing World War II. 


The Tass statement, which was 
published in Soviet newspapers, 
made no reference to the explo- 
sion of the 50-megaton bomb by 
Soviet scientists. Although told 
by Khrushchev that such an ex- 
plosion would take place, the So- 
viet people have not been in- 
formed that the bomb has been 
detonated nor have they been 
given the results of any of the 
tests.

His troops 
had done everything any coach could desire and more. 


Vaught accepted the setback like a sportsman, but it was ob- 
vious that the Ole Miss master found it hard to believe that a 
had done it again. 


For four straight seasons Ole Miss has brought dream teams 
with perfect records into the fight with LSU. Vaught and his staff 
were confident that the whammy would be shattered Saturday 
night, but the story was the same. 


—A Premature Ole Miss Proclamation 


Ole Miss had chips stacked sky high. Minnesota had jarred 
Michigan State off the top of the football polls, and the Rebels need- 
ed only a victory over LSU to become the nation’s No. 1 team. Ole 
Miss cheerleaders did not help their cause by waving a huge ban- 
ner and shouting ‘‘We’re No. 1.” If LSU had needed added incentive, 
the premature proclamation would have supplied it. Of course, the 
Bengals never need anything more than the sight of a red Rebel 
jersey to reach a super emotional peak. 


Both teams were superbly prepared. This was a football 
classic in the true sense of the word, college football at its won- 
derful best, and some 67,000 fans echoed appreciation and estab- 
lished a new intercollegiate record for noise. 


Every single cheer was deserved, for I’ve never seen teams 
with more desire to win in the same arena. Line play was fierce and 
hard running backs were subjected to mob defense. Yet, the game 
was an advertisement for sportsmanship, a contest featuring a 
minimum of illegal activity. Even the officials came in for a round 
of unusual applause when the winning and losing coach cited them 
for calling an outstanding game. 


LSU, of course, won the game by striking for 80 yards in seven 
plays to erase a 7-3 deficit in the third quarter. Making the most 
sensational run by an LSU back since Billy Cannon dashed into the 


Ole Miss end zone in 1959, Stovall cut off right tackle and winged — 


57 yards to the Rebel 23 before Chuck Morris pulled him down from 
behind. 


But, as Dietzel reminded in the dressing room, there was 
a six-yard play in the series which was almost as important. He 
was referring to the lone LSU pass completion of the game, a 
magnificent diving catch by soph end Bill Truax. 


Stovall had started the Bengals rolling, but Ole Miss had 
stalled the drive at the 18. Then, on fourth down, Lynn Amedee 
fired down the middle and it appeared that Ole Miss would take 
over after an incompletion. At the last possible split second, Truax 
made his miracle catch. LSU had a first down at the Rebel 12 and 
completed the victory march. 


—A Bowl Game on November 4th 


*‘My coaches wanted to red-shirt Truax,”’ Dietzel said, discussing 
the vital play, “but we decided to play him this year. I told them 
that one day this big kid would win a big game for us. And he sure 
helped win one tonight. He’s the only player on our squad who could 
have possibly made that catch.”’ 


But, as Dietzel also said, there were too many LSU heroes to 
single out individuals. For once, the staid reference to team effort 
seemed appropriate. Stovall and Truax and Wendell Harris, who 
scored all the LSU points; Monk Guillot, who threw the key block 
on the TD play; fullback Steve Ward, credited with 10 individual 
tackles; guard Roy Winston and on down the line. They were all 
stars Saturday night. 


Ole Miss had no alibis and needed no apologies. The Rebels 
have a tremendous football team. Quarterbacks Doug Elmore 
and Glynn Griffing, end Ralph Smith, fullback Billy Ray Adams, 
tackle Jim Dunaway, Morris and the others deserve their pre- 
vious press clippings. 


As Lamar Dean, president of the Gator Bowl, remarked before 
and after the game, any bowl would be fortunate to land either of 
these teams. 


LSU Athletic Director Jim Corbett refused to indulge in bowl 
talk, but the Bengals are apt to perform in the Sugar Bowl.

Out of the wreckage of the second straight week of staggering 
form reversals, Texas and Alabama emerged as the new Titans, 
closely followed by once-tied Ohio State (5-0-1), Louisiana State 
(61), Georgia Tech (6-1), Colorade (66) and Minnesota (5-1). 


The list of major unbeaten and untied teams was reduced 
to four—Texas (74). Alabama ‘(70), Colorado and Rutgers (60)— 
and only the first three of these have national title or bowl 
aspirations. Rutgers plays a modest eastern schedule, with an 
occasional Ivy League power thrown in for dessert. 


While scrambling the national rankings, the week-end games 
threw new light on the possible post-season bowl lineups. Here's 
how the big Jan. 1 fixtures look at the moment: 


Rose Bowl—Minnesota or Ohio State vs. UCLA, 
Sugar Bowl—Alabama vs. LSU. :

Answering the mail, which 
sometimes peaks at 10,000 
pieces a week, keeps eight 
drafters and five typists work- 
ing full time and sometimes 
overtime.

What has prompted this in- 
creased distaff interest in world 
affairs?

THE HAGUE (WNS) — Princess Marijke, youngest 
daughter of Queen Juliana and Prince Bernhard, at- 
tends public school, and she goes to school alone or 
with her school friends—but without a court attendant 


or any Palace pomp. 


She is left on her own to play with other children. 
Princess Marijke is growing up almost like any other 


normal 14-year-old girl. 


This might not be unusual in Holland, where the 
royal family is famous for its democratic deportment, 
except for the fact that Marijke is half blind. 


Her freedom to ride her bicycle alone and to indulge 
in tomboy pranks with her schoolmates is the result 
of a bold—and so far phenomenally successful—deci- 
sion by Queen Juliana and Prince Bernhard. 


Holland’s Princess Marijke 


The royal couple decided a number of years ago to 
face the fact of Marijke’s near blindness, and to teach 
Marijke to accept her handicap and to live with it. 


It was not an easy decision. Nor has it been easy 
to follow. It has meant that Marijke cannot be cush- 
ioned against the harsh reality of her handicap but, 
on the contrary, must learn to fight her own battles 
through life. 

Some critics have accused Juliana and Bernhard 
of cruelty in letting the half-blind little princess fend 
for herself. It almost seems’ that Marijke receives 
less attention than do her elder sisters, Beatrix, 23,’ 
Irene, 21, and Margriet, 18. 


Possibly she does, for Bernhard, explaining the de- 
cision to rear Marijke as a normal child, pointed out, 


“It is necessary that we encourage Marijke in every 
way to be independent and self-sufficient. We all have 
a natural tendency to shield her and in trying to re- 
sist our impulse it’s possible sometimes we go too far 
in the opposite direction. . 


“But this is not to say we don’t show her our love 
and affection. For we do and, in fact, our plan to train 
Marijke to face her handicap can only succeed if she 
feels loved and wanted. We try, in short, to treat her 
as an entirely normal child, making only the most 
necessary allowance for her handicap.” 


It was Bernhard’s idea to rear Marijke as a nor- 
mal child. It was a long time until he convinced Juli- 
ana. But now Juliana seems reconciled that this is 
best.

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| Problem of Jobs Created 
_ By Farm Exodus Is Easing

One of the most significant 
and dramatic changes likely to

Fulmer of Georgia Tech in his 
massive new study of employ- 
ment trends for the State Labor 
Department. 


And it will have great per- 
sonal meaning for every Geor- 
gian who goes job hunting be- 
tween now and 1970. 


During the past two decades, 
Georgia simply has not been 
able to expand nonfarm em- 
ployment rapidly enough to pro- 
vide jobs for both its increas- 
ing total population and its tens 
of thousands of displaced farm 
workers. 


Indeed, the state’s nonfarm 
employment barely grew enough 
from 1940-60 to absorb just the 
exodus from its farms. 


“Since the agricultural revo- 
lution has been in progress for 
several decades,”’ says Dr. Ful- 
mer, “‘it has undoubtedly ex- 
hausted much of its force. 


“While there is no end in 
sight for further gains in pro- 
ductivity or of mechanization, 
the number of workers dis- 
placed by the growing efficien- 
cy of production operations in 
agriculture will undoubtedly be 
considerably lower than during 
1950-60.” 


He estimates that the loss of 
jobs from agriculture in Geor- 
gia averaged 9,000 a year, for 
a total of 90,000, during the past 
decade. At the same time, the 
state’s population grew by 499,- 
000, or nearly 530,000 a year, 
while nonfarm employment ex- 
panded by only 197,000, or 19,700 
a year. 


And the portion of the in- 
creasing population that entered 
the labor force was large 
enough in combination with the 
displaced farm workers to more 
than offset the number of new 
jobs available for both. 


But even then, there was less 
pressure than in the ‘previous 
decade (1940-50), when the 
state’s nonfarm employment ex- 
panded by only 82,000, or 8,200 
a year, which was barely half 
the number of farm workers dis- 
placed — some 16,000 a year, or 
a total of 160,000 — while state- 
wide population grew by 321,000, 
or 32,100 a year. 


Dr. Fulmer says the 1960-70 
reduction he foresees in farm 
worker displacement ‘“‘cannot 
be closely estimated” at this 
time. 

But he hazards a guess that 
the annual decline in Georgia 
farm jobs will drop from the 
past decade’s 9,000-a-year rate 
to about 6,000 a year from 1960- 
65 and then to some 4,000 a year 
from 1965-70. 


That would mean a_ 1960-70 
total of roughly 50,000 displaced

Dear Dr. Molner: It seems as 
though I’m tired all the time. 
Daily vitamins haven’t helped. 
What can I do?—Mrs. L. E. 


Vitamins aren’t the answer to 
“that tired feeling’’ except for 
people whose eating habits are 
such they just don’t get a bal- 
anced diet. 


There are three main causes 
of ‘‘that tired feeling:”’ 


1. Natural weariness. Fatigue, 
in itself, isn’t bad. It is nature’s 
signal that we are running the 
human machine harder, faster or 
longer than it should go. 


2. True physical ailments. 

3. Nervous or emotional causes. 
Boredom is. one very real reason 
for being “tired all the time.” 
Unrelieved nervous tension can 
leave you feeling worn out. And 
frustration, such as feeling that 
you can’t ever catch up with all 
the things you should do (or think 
you should), is a fairly common 
one. 


Lots of people who complain of 
fatigue hope to find the answer 
in a pill and simply overlook the 
fact that they are trying to do 
too much. 


The young mother who feeds, 
bathes, dresses, spanks, enter- 
tains and comforts three children 
all day and keeps the house and 
herself neat and attractive and 
stays up until 11 o'clock every 
night mending, fussing over the 
budget, writing letters, trying to 
watch TV while she irons and see- 
ing whether last year’s clothes 
can be shortened to where hems 
are now — well, she ought to be 
tired. 


If after one or two nights of 
solid, restful sleep she finds her 
vigor returning she has the an- 
swer. She’s been doing too much 
too long. 


Another classic type of ‘“‘tired 
patient” is the oldster who won't 
admit that being 50, 60 or 70 
makes any difference. It does. 
Muscular reserve declines and 
sheer stubburn will power won’t 
make this up. Short periods of 
rest scattered through the day 
will do wonders for such people. 


Incidentally, too many oldsters 
do the opposite. They give in to 
stiff, painful joints. They sit. They 
resign themselves to “being old’’ 
— and condemn themselves to 
boredom — and the fatigue that 
is the price of boredom. 


It is better to force themselves 
into regular activity (like walk- 
ing, for the muscles, and read- 
ing, for the mind). Trying to do 
too much is bad; trying to do too 
little is worse. 


Some other simple causes are 
sleeping without adequate venti- 
lation; inadequate sleep (some 
people unwisely pride them- 
selves on “getting along on six or 
fewer hours a night”); excessive 
stimulants late in the evening; 
carousing; staying up too often 
for the late-late show and kidding

yourself that you are “resting’’ 
because you are just sitting. 


Another cause of fatigue — and 
I can hear the chorus of protest 
now, saying, ‘“‘You don’t mean 
me!’’ — is the dumb American 
habit of skipping breakfast. 


Some people have systems 
which, either because of an in- 
nate factor or from careless eat- 
ing, or both, react to a low blood 
sugar level. They sag in mid- 
morning or mid-afternoon. The 
best answer for them, as a rule, 
is to eat a little more protein 
and a little less starch and sugar, 
because protein absorbs more 
slowly and prevents that between- 
meals sag. That’s the reason for 
the old saying about a meal of 
meat “staying with you.”’ 


Other disorders that can cause 
chronic fatigue are glandular in- 
sufficiency, a “lazy” thyroid 
gland being a foremost example, 
and it responds to proper medi- 
cation; chronic infection; nerve 
or muscle diseases; anemia. 


And finally back to emotional 
factors — boredom may be the 
worst one of all in this regard. 


The housewife who doesn’t like 
being a housewife (or the man 
who is a salesman, a clerk, a me- 
chanic, a lawyer, a doctor or in 
any other job that he doesn’t real- 
ly like) is apt to complain of be- 
ing tired. The person who doesn’t 
respector like his work is bored. 
And so, also, is the person who 
doesn’t have enough to do. Yes, 
“doing nothing’ can make you 
tired. 


This can happen to old people 
or young. Teen-agers can be 
chronically fatigued because they 


are doing too much or doing too 
little.
